2 - In order to encourage items of significant value at the auction, 
the club will limit its 10% fee (paid by the seller) to the first $200 
of value on each item. Thus, any item auctioned for over $200 will 
have a club fee of only $20. 


3 - For auction participants who make large purchases and need to 
pay by personal check, the club will accept checks from year 2009 
members or year 2008 members for amounts under $500. Any checks 
from non-members or for values of $500 or over will REQUIRE a 
government-issued photo ID (such as a driver-s license) issued to the 
person signing the check. 


4- We are suggesting that the seller be prepared to offer a brief descrip- 
tion of their items as the auctioneer presents them for auction. 


5 - This year the club will keep track of only the items that are suc-

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December 2008 ACARTS 
Board Meeting Minutes 


The meeting was called to order by Vic, KA- 
OLTV. 


Vic stated that the board members had received an email 
from Howard, N9ADS, in regards to the club donations 
for 2008. It was proposed that the donation to the Salva- 
tion Army remain at $500.00 and that the donations to 
the Rescue Mission and the Community Harvest Food 
Bank each be increased from $250.00 to $500.00, with 
the Salvation Army and the Rescue Mission donations 
being made now and the Community Harvest Food 
Bank donation being made in the spring when they get 
matching funds. The increase was approved by those 
board members present. 


Jim, KB9IH, said that the Hamfest made around 
$6000.00 this year, about half of which cound be at- 
tributed to reduced advertising. He added that that 
the Coliseum has been charging $38.50 for electrical 
hookups the day of the show, while the club has been 
charging the vendors the advance rate of $27.50. 


Jim, KB9IH, and Dave, W9LKH, reported on their 
meeting with the City-County Building Director 
of Buildings and Grounds in regards to placing the 
W9INX-1 packet node in the building with the antenna 
on the roof. The Building Director was favorable to the 
idea and would be willing to assist in the installation of 
power and feedline. The County Commissioners would 
have to approve the project before installation could 
begin. Whether plenum feedline would be necessary 
or if a less expensive cable could be used is yet to be 
determined. 


No other business was discussed. 
The meeting was adjourned at 8:15 p.m.

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CHU Changes Frequency - 
Carl Luetzelschwab 
KOLA 


While reading the Decem- 
ber 19 ARRL Letter, I ran 
across the following news 
item. After 70 years of 
broadcasting Canada’s official time, the National Re- 
search Council’s short-wave station CHU will move its 
transmission frequency for the 7335 KHz transmitter to 
7850 KHz. The change goes into effect at 0000 UTC on 
January 1, 2009. Time transmissions on 3330 and 14670 
KHz are not affected and will continue as before. 


The story continued by noting that in April 2007 the 
ITU reallocated the 7300-7350 KHz band from the 
fixed service to the broadcasting service. Since then, 
the NRC said there has been a lot of interference on 
the 7335 KHz frequency from many around the world 
who have for so long considered the 7335 KHz fre- 
quency exclusively for time signals. This interference 
predicated the move. 


Normally an announcement of this type would bring 
forth a “so what?” response. But for me, it reminded me 
of my Novice and early General days. The tie between 
CHU and my early Amateur Radio days was through 
my first receiver. 


Mom and Dad bought me a National NC-60 when I 
was in grade school for my SWLing activities. The 
NC-60 was a five tube receiver that was typical of the 
late 1950s and early 1960s era. It consisted of a 12BE6 
oscillator-converter, a 12BA6 IF amplifier, a 12AV6 
detector-audio amplifier, a 50C5 audio power amplifier, 
and a 35W4 rectifier.

It covered 550 KHz to 31.0 MHz in four bands. Band 
1 was the AM broadcast band from 550 KHz to 1600 
KHz. Band 2 was 1.6 MHz to 4.5 MHz, which included 
the 160 m and 80 m bands. Band 3 covered 4.0 MHz to 
12.0 MHz, which included my most important band - 40 
m. Finally, Band 4 went from 10.5 MHz to 31 MHz, 
which included 20 m, 15 m, and 10 m. 


Note that the tube complement of the NC-60 didn’t 
include an RF amplifier. Thus the sensitivity on Band 
4 was not very good, and severely limited my 15 m 
Novice activity. With an 80 m antenna just too long 
for our lot and the lack of sufficient sensitivity on 15 m 
limiting my ability to hear, I focused on the 40 m band 
for my Novice and early General days. 


The NC-60 had a bandspread tuning knob, which al- 
lowed you to spread out a section of the spectrum you 
were listening to (nothing like nowadays, but it helped). 
This is where CHU on 7335 KHz provided a valuable 
service. 


For my 40 m operations, I would tune the main tuning 
knob to zero beat with CHU on 7335 KHz. This was a 
reference point that was available most of the time at my 
QTH (I grew up in northwest Indiana). Then, after some 
help from some local General friends, I calibrated the 
bandspread scale over the entire 40 m band in 50 KHz 
increments with a taped-on piece of paper on the NC-60. 
See the accompanying image. Note that the scale is not 
linear - in other words, 50 KHz isn’t the same distance 
on the bandspread scale across the entire band. 


Looking back, this seems very crude. But it sure helped 
if you just had an entry-level SWL receiver. With this 
scale, I could actually set up a sked and pretty much 
find the desired station with ease. Now that was a step 
forward for me at the time!

from The ARRL Letter — As of January 1, 
2009, the ARRL will offer another award: 
The Triple Play Worked All States Award 
<http://www.arrl.org/awards/#tripleplay>. 
This new, exciting award is available to all 
amateurs who confirm contacts with each of 
the 50 states using three modes for each state: 
CW, phone and RTTY/digital. All 150 contacts must be 
made on or after the starting date and must be confirmed 
via Logbook of the World (LoTW) <http://www.arrl. 
org/lotw/>. All bands -- with the exception of 60 meters 
-- may be used in pursuit of the Triple Play Award. 


In their July 2008 meeting, the ARRL Board of Direc- 
tors decided to implement this new award. Based on a 
suggestion by former ARRL Dakota Division Vice Di- 
rector Hans Brakob, KOHB, the League’s Programs and 
Services Committee referred the award’s parameters to 
the Board where it received enthusiastic approval. 


According to ARRL Chief Executive Officer David 
Sumner, K1ZZ, the Triple Play Award is a one-time 
award -- once you have made the required 150 con- 
firmed contacts via LoTW, you’re done. “Even so,” 
Sumner writes in “It Seems to Us” in the January issue 
of QST, “there are many possible variations on the 
theme. You can try to be the first (or at least the first on 
your block) or you can set your own pace. Think it’s 
too easy? Limit yourself to QRP while operating your 
favorite mode (or all three). Maybe you prefer to be 
the quarry; it will quickly emerge which states are the 
most difficult to find, offering opportunities to earn the 
gratitude of your mates by activating the ones you can 
get to with your portable or mobile rig.” 


The Triple Play Award is not a contest, but Sumner 
points out that the ARRL RTTY Roundup <http://www. 
arrl.org/contests/rules/2009/rtty.html> takes place the 
first weekend in 2009, with the North American QSO 
Party (CW and Phone) <http://www.ncjweb.com/ 
naqptules.php> following soon after. “Contesters are 
among the most loyal devotees of LoTW,” Sumner 
writes, “so participating in these three events should 
take care of all of the easy states, as well as some of 
the more difficult ones.” He warns that it can be ad- 
dictive once you begin making your contacts for the 
Triple Play Award! 


The rules for the Triple Play Award state that two-way 
communication must be established on the amateur 
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bands with each state on each mode (the District of 
Columbia may be counted for Maryland). There is 
no minimum signal report required. Contacts must be 
made from the same location, or from locations no two 
of which are more than 50 miles apart. Club station ap- 
plicants must include their club name and call sign of the 
club station or trustee on their application. The Triple 
Play Award will be issued on sequentially numbered 
certificates, starting with #1, as determined by the time 
stamp of the electronic application as submitted via 
LoTW. There are no endorsements for this award. 


Contacts made through repeater devices or any other 
power relay method may not be used for WAS confir- 
mation (a separate WAS award is available for satellite 
contacts). All stations contacted must be land stations; 
contacts with ships, anchored or otherwise, and aircraft, 
cannot be counted. The only exception to this rule is 
permanently docked exhibition ships (such as the Queen 
Mary) and other historic ships will be considered land 
based. 


Triple Play Award applicants who reside in the US must 
be ARRL members to be eligible to receive the award. 
DX stations do not need to be ARRL members.
